
Torrential rain wreaks havoc 


TORRENTIAL rain caused the worst floods in Bridport 
for more than 30 years, writes PAUL CROMPTON. 

Horrified families are still homeless as the clean-up op¬ 
eration continues after a month’s worth of rain fell on the 
market town during the weekend. 

Two teenage girls were dragged into the River Asker 
and swept down by the torrents of water. They were res¬ 
cued from the river at the bottom of South Street by a 
passer-by. The girls were unhurt. 

Deputy mayor, Councillor Geoffery Ackerman, said the 
town had been hit by the worst floods he had witnessed 
since 1979. 

West Dorset was battered by up to 120 mm of rain in 
24 hours - more than a month’s worth of rain according 
to the Environment Agency. 

The town and the surrounding villages were swamped 
with water as rivers broke their banks as relentless down¬ 
pours hammered the area. 

The A35 and B3157 roads were forced to close as heavy 
rain battered the area. 

A severe flood warning was issued in Burton Bradstock 
when river gauges notched up record levels at the River 
Bride. Cars and the play area were left submerged as 


water levels rose at an alarming rate on Saturday, July 
7th. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service (DFRS) received more 
than 200 calls relating to the floods during the weekend. 

Dorset Police dealt with more than 100 weather related 
incidents in an 18-hour period on the Saturday. 

DFRS Duty Officer, group manager Tim Spring, said 
the flooding had been the worst its members could re¬ 
member. 

He said: “We have rescued people from their cars, been 
called to flooding in properties and dealt with many other 
incidents across the west of the county. 

“This has been one of the worst weekends, in July, for 
flooding that anyone can remember. 

He added: “There is more rain on the way so we con¬ 
tinue to advise the public to be careful and ask that they 
obey any police road closures they come across.” 

Chief Superintendent David Griffith said they recom-

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RUNNING enthusiast Brian Shelley was born in 
Nottingham. 

After taking degree courses in Surrey and 
Cardiff he forged a career in education, specialis¬ 
ing in teaching children with learning and behav¬ 
iour difficulties. After 24 years as headteacher of 
a special needs school he retired and moved to 
Bridport where he now lives. 

A keen runner for over 30 years, the 64-year-old 
is secretary of Bridport Runners as well as clerk 
to the governors of St Mary's Primary School. 

He is married with two sons and four grandchil¬ 
dren. 


■ HAVE you always loved running? 

I started running over 30 years ago to keep fit. It was re¬ 
ally to help with my basketball and squash, but it soon 
became an obsession and started to take precedence. 

■ DO you enjoy any other sports? 

I enjoy watching cricket and football, especially Derby 
County. I have supported the Rams since I lived in Derby 
and saw the great Brian Clough's team win the league in 
the 70's. 

■ WHAT made you join the Bridport Runners? 

I joined the Bridport Runners completely by accident. I 
was running past St Mary's Playing Field in Bridport and 
saw the club training there. Before that, I had been run¬ 
ning on my own or occasionally with just one or two 
friends for over 30 years. The club is small and friendly 
and accepts all standards of runners of all ages. My own 
running has improved a great deal since joining the club. 

■ IS the Bridport area a good place for running? 

This is the best place I know for running. What could be 
better than running along the Jurassic Coast? Whenever 
I am struggling up the paths to the top of Thorncombe 
Beacon in the early morning or late evening I think of all 
those poor runners in towns and cities who only have 
roads or parks to run through. 

■ WHICH sportsmen/women do you admire? 

I greatly admire Paula Ratcliffe, Mo Farrah and Brian 
Clough. I also admire Peter Taylor and Colin Todd (both 
played for Derby County and England). 

■ ARE there any tips or secrets to improving running 
technique? 

I really recommend running with a group. It gives you a 
chance to share ideas and worries about injuries and nig¬ 
gles. It's also important to listen to what your body is 
telling you - it knows best. 

■ WHAT'S the longest run you have taken part in? 

I have run eight marathons, including London, New York 
and Brighton. It was my second visit to New York so I had 
seen all the sights already, but it is my favourite city and 
to be able to run through all the boroughs with such 
evocative names for people brought up on American 
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films and TV - Brooklyn, the Bronx, etc. Wow. Also it was 
the first time I had run a marathon with my son. That was 
special. 

■ WHAT do you eat prior to a long run? 

Muesli or porridge with honey 

■ HAVE you had any adventures while running? 

I was bitten by a horse on a footpath through a field I 
used regularly in Kent. Usually the horse stayed at the 
other end of the field. On this occasion he seemed to cor¬ 
ner me near the stile and as I turned to get over it he 
gave me a nip on my shoulder, bruising it. I have been 
wary of horses ever since. 

Another time I was running along a footpath with a 
friend. I was ahead of him as I was a bit younger than him 
and a bit faster. 

Suddenly he sprinted past me shouting "bullocks!" I saw 
just behind him a herd of young cows galloping towards 
us. I speeded up and luckily we both made the stile be¬ 
fore the bullocks. 

■ HOW many pairs of running shoes do you go 
through a year? 

Two, one road pair and one off road pair. 

■ DO you have a dream run you would like to take 
part in? 

Along a beach made up of firm sand that stretches for 
miles and miles beside a sparkling sea, or perhaps fol¬ 
lowing our amazing network of coastal footpaths going 
around the whole coastline of Great Britain. 

■ WHAT would you say to someone thinking of tak¬ 
ing up running? 

Go for it, it not only keeps you fit, it is the best form of 
stress release I know. It's also the best cure for a hangover 
(if you can get past the first mile). Try out the Great Brid¬ 
port Fun Run on July 15th or join the Bridport Runners. 
Don't use a treadmill, get out and enjoy the fresh air and 
scenery. 

■ WHICH person living or dead would you ideally 
like to have running alongside you on a long run? 

Both my grandfathers. One died in 1906 and the other in 
1920,30 years before I was born. Knowing how precious 
my relationship is with my grandchildren it would have 
been lovely to talk to them about their life experiences 
so different from my own, especially my maternal grand¬ 
father who was a bargee on the Gloucester Birmingham 
Canal in the early years of the 20th century.

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Bed & breakfast faces big repair 
bill following weekend floods 



A NEWLY renovated B&B was dam¬ 
aged just weeks after it was completed 
when floodwater swept through the 
building. 

The owners of the Old Mill B&B be¬ 
lieve it will cost thousands of pounds to 
bring the business back to its previous 
condition. 

Despite efforts by owners Fiona and 
Malcom Piers-Taylor and one of their 
guests, around a foot of water gushed 
into the East Street building. 

Rising water poured in through the 
rear of the property on East Road when 
a mill pond burst its banks in the gar¬ 
den, while the front of the building was 
flooded as cars on the submerged A3 5 
pushed “tidal waves” of water in 
through the front door. 

Fiona Piers-Taylor described the 
heartache of trying to ward off the 
flood. 

She said: “I was dashing around try¬ 
ing to find blankets, carpets, pillows. 
Poor Rob (ter Heide, a guest from Hol¬ 
land) was at the front trying to push the 
water out... we were firefighting know-

ing we couldn’t stop it. 

“Every time a car went by it was like 
a tidal wave. Because people were fear¬ 
ful of breaking down in so much water 
they were pushing through so fast there 
were just tidal waves of water coming 
into our house. 

“I asked the police if they could cor¬ 
don off that one section... but they 
wouldn’t do it.” 

“Then the water started to come over 
onto the patio at the back. We have 
quite good defences here and with the 
flood relief as well I thought ‘it’s never 
going to get up here.’ But it just didn’t 
stop, and it started to come in.” 

Once the ground floor of the Georgian 
property was under a foot of water, Mrs 
Piers-Taylor realised her efforts were in 
vain. 

She said: “In the end I climbed up on 
the steps with the dog because he was 


crying, panicking. I said ‘I’m going to 
sit on the stairs, there’s nothing I can do. 
It’s out of your control. You just have to 
do what you can and then give up’. 

“I knew it was going to be devastation 
because you can’t stop the water com¬ 
ing in. 

“I just feel total sadness really. We 
were working on the house to make it 
all lovely and we had just finished it. 

“It’s so upsetting, the distress of it all. 
Once the waters have gone you can see 
the mark and you can see the wet. But 
it’s the clearing up afterwards that’s the 
thing. 

“Every cupboard we opened - jam 
jars, everything - was full of water. The 
dishwasher, the tumble drier, the 
shower area. Everything is just full of 
dirty water. It makes you feel heartbro¬ 
ken.” 


But the couple have been buoyed by 
support from neighbours, friends and 
guests. 

Mrs Piers-Taylor said: “Neighbours 
were round helping as soon as the water 
started to subside. 

“The community spirit has been quite 
lovely. I’ve had emails from people 
who we’ve met since being here and 
they’ve said ‘I know you’re a part of the 
flooding can we come down and help 
with anything? I hope you’re alright, is 
your beautiful home ok?’ It’s lovely just 
the thought that people have. 

“We even have a guest who said he 
would camp in the garden if necessary 
he still wants to come so badly. 

“Our aim is to get back working. The 
guest rooms are fine, and I can cook. 
Obviously it’s not how I’d like it when 
guests come in but it will be clean.”

Drug raids at Bridport 
and West Bay properties 

TWO drugs raids have been carried out on homes in 
Bridport and West Bay. 

A total of three men were arrested for drugs of¬ 
fences after police swooped at the two properties 
following tip-offs from residents. 

The two 30-year-old residents of the West Bay 
property were arrested on suspicion of supplying 
class B controlled drugs and cultivation of cannabis 
in the first raid. 

Bridport police officers, led by Sergeant Steve 
Hughes, carried out the first warrant on the West Bay 
property on the evening of June 26th. 

Sergeant Cross conducted and coordinated the 
operation to search and deal with any evidence of 
criminal behaviour at the property close to West 
Street, Bridport on June 28th. 

A 26-year-old man was arrested in the second early 
morning operation for possession of class B con¬ 
trolled drugs and money laundering offences. 

All the men are currently on bail to return to the 
police station in at a later date pending further en¬ 
quiries. 

Search warrants obtained from West Dorset Mag¬ 
istrates under legislation of'The Misuse of Drugs Act'. 

PC Scott McGregor of Bridport police, who pre¬ 
pared the operations with colleagues, said the un¬ 
connected operations were in response to 
information gained from within the community. 

He said:"This is part of ongoing initiatives taken by 
Bridport officers to tackle and disrupt the supply of 
controlled drugs. 

"It also demonstrates the value of information 
gained from the community, which if passed 
through to local police officers and Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Teams shows what tangible results can be 
achieved. 

"To that end I would reiterate the continuing need 
for such information to come from 'you'the commu¬ 
nity to allow us to take pro-active action in stamping 
out the scourge of such drugs and associated crimi¬ 
nality within our town. 

"It is our intention that such operations will con¬ 
tinue to be acted on when information is developed 
allowing search warrants to be sworn out, I therefore 
appeal to the public to come forward with informa¬ 
tion to'help us, help you'"

South West to keep up to date with the weather forecast 
and flood risk.”

“I went to East Bridge and saw the water rushing 
through there and thought it was quite frightening be¬ 
cause if anyone fell in they wouldn’t have got out again.”

If only the banking industry relied 
more on traditional standards .... 


I WONDER how many readers of the column can hon¬ 
estly say that, until a week or two ago, they had ever 
spent more than a few seconds thinking about the Lon¬ 
don Interbanking Borrowing Rate? My sense is that not 
many households have made a regular practice of dis¬ 
cussing Libor over breakfast. 

And yet, in the past few days, both Parliament and the 
newspapers have spent an enormous amount of time 
talking about exactly this rather obscure and technical 
subject. 

The reason, of course, is that a scandalous attempt to 
rig Libor has been uncovered by the Financial Services 
Authority and the US Department of Justice. 

But I doubt that it’s the manipulation of Libor itself 
that has really caused so much concern. The real issue 
is that this is yet another indication of the culture of 
greed and irresponsibility which has so damaged what 
used to be a very highly reputed industry. The Libor 
scandal has become important because it is one more 
nail in the coffin of public trust in the banks. 

But the decline of trust is allied to another phenome¬ 
non that is even more important from the point of view 
of British businesses and British jobs - namely, the re¬ 
luctance of banks to lend to business. 

In the end, this, too, turns out to be a cultural phenom¬ 
enon - and one that is very much linked with the culture 
of greed and irresponsibility. 

The truth is that the great part of what went wrong 


was the destruction of the old-fashioned system of 
branch managers and branch banking. 

In the old days (and it is still true in some of the most 
successful banks elsewhere in the world and in one or 
two of the smallest banks in Britain), the branch man¬ 
ager had the discretion to lend money within certain 
limits and the branch manager made judgements about 
individuals and their business propositions on the basis 
of experience, emotional intelligence, and a good look 
at the figures and a real understanding of the local 
scene. 

When this was replaced by computers from head of¬ 
fice it turned out that you couldn’t actually construct a 
computer programme that was half as clever as this 
combination of experience, personal contact and local 
knowledge. The result was irrational over-lending when 
the computers made it too easy to lend, followed by an 
inability to lend to people with good business proposi¬ 
tions now that the computers have been tightened up. 

In some way that it’s difficult to define, I feel sure that 
the spivvy, casino culture of getting rich quick in some 
of the bank dealing rooms and some of the bank board 
rooms is very much connected with this shift from “old- 
fashioned” (i.e. actually rational and up-to-date) tradi¬ 
tional branch banking to head office computer-based 
banking. 

Sometimes wisdom lies in experience and traditional 
standards rather than in “modern” wizardry.

The family’s two cats had to be rescued from the house 
- with the three-month-old kitten plucked from the water 
moments before it drowned. 

The stay at home mum said: “It took me about an hour 
and a half to get to Dorchester from the Texaco round¬ 
about so I knew it wasn’t overly good. 

“So I checked Facebook and noticed all the pictures 
people were putting up and saw South Street. I didn’t see 


my door but I could see one about 50 metres from mine 
so at that point I thought ‘Oh God, I hope my house isn’t 
flooded’. 

“Then my sister called me about 1.30pm and said my 
house was under three inches of water. I then broke down 
and saw everything flash before my eyes. 

“When I got home the horror of opening the front door 
to see all my stuff was under water; I just cried it com¬ 
pletely over whelmed me.” 

Ms Burwood is hoping to be back in her house by next 
week. 

Her friends Gemma Larder and Amy Swift swung into 
action to help clean the house the next day. 



Sheds washed away 

GARDENERS had mixed fortunes when water 
flooded allotments off Princess Road. 

Garden sheds and greenhouses were swept away 
as several feet of water flooded into the allotments. 

But some lucky residents found their plants rela¬ 
tively unharmed when they surveyed the damage 
on Sunday morning. 

The allotments at St Mary's playing field and the 
adjoining play area were swamped when the River 
Brit broke its banks when a month's worth of rain 
fell in just 24 hours on July 7th. 

Netherbury cut off 

IN NETHERBURY the roads were cut of as water as 
deep as three feet pooled into the village. 

Charlotte Hughes watched the floods rise around 
noon on Saturday. 

She said: "My husband was standing almost hip 
height in the water trying to get back home to us 
here in Waytown, having left his Van behind at Parn- 
ham. He's 6 ft 1 in, which gives an idea of the height 
the water was by then." 

Olympic diversion? 

THE Olympic flame may have to be diverted when 
it reaches West Dorset with more rain predicted for 
later this week. 

All agencies involved in managing theTorch Relay 
locally are working together to ensure they have 
plans in place if the convoy needs to be diverted 
due to flooding.

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Institute plans given the'thumbs up'

RESIDENTS have given 
plans for the £2.4 million 
restoration of Bridport Lit¬ 
erary and Scientific Insti¬ 
tute the thumbs up. 

The blueprints for the 
restoration of the East 
Street building were put on 
show for the first time last 
Friday. 

Around 60 concerned 
residents viewed plans for 
the Grade II listed building 
at an exhibition in the 
town hall 

Plans for the mixed-use 
facility include creating 
special rooms to hold 
meetings, talks and activi¬ 
ties, a cafe and space for 


small start-up businesses. 

The project is being un¬ 
dertaken by Bridport Area 
Development Trust 
(BADT) and follows a 
public consultation. 

An application for capi¬ 
tal funding is due to be 
submitted to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund in August - 
the trust will then spend up 
to two years developing 
the plans. 

Crystal Johnson is in¬ 


volved in the project and 
was a key player in the 
£1.4million restoration of 
the Grade I listed Town 
Hall building. 

The arts and heritage 
consultant said: “The dis¬ 
play was really so people 
could see the plans. 

“We are still at the early 
stage so we just wanted to 
let people know what’s 
happening and that some¬ 
thing is happening in terms 


of progressing the plans 
forward. 

“As the project pro¬ 
gresses there will be more 
chances for people to get 
engaged in the project, but 
it’s quite difficult at this 
stage to firm anything up 
because there is still a long 
way to go. 

“But we had really posi¬ 
tive comments with people 
saying they hope the proj¬ 
ect goes as ahead. 

“Mostly people want to 
know what we are going to 
use the building for and we 
had a lot of questions 
about the front of the 
building with people liking 


the idea of getting rid of 
the ramp and improving 
disabled access.” 

East Street resident Sue 
Lipscombe said: “I’m 
grateful someone is doing 
something to save the 
building. It’s been empty 
such a long time. 

“I think its great if Crys- 
tel gets the project going, 
it will be fantastic for 
Bridport and be another 
great space we can use.” 

Julia Price said she felt 
very positive about the 
building’s future after 
viewing plans. 

She said: “The plan to in¬ 
corporate this building 
with modern architecture 
and being able to look out 
on the chapel next door is 
a very good idea. 

“Because it is a classic 
looking building the mod¬ 
ern architecture works 
very well with it. I’m very 
pleased they are going to 
restore the railings in front 
as well.” 

The building, once a key 
part of Bridport’s indus¬ 
trial rope making past, has 
stood unused for a number 
of years. 

The bid’s prospects of 
success have been 
strengthened by commit¬ 
ments of significant match 
funding by Dorset County 
Council (£300,000) and 
West Dorset District 
Council (£100,000). 


The scheme now relies 
on successfully gaining 
£1.4million of Heritage 
Lottery funding. 

The trust has spent three 
months working with the 
consultants appointed with 


the help of English Her¬ 
itage funding to develop 
plans and a feasibility 
study, which will be used 
to support a bid to the Her¬ 
itage Lottery later this 
summer for the capital 


costs of restoration.

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Citizen's Advice calls on local businesses to help 


BUSINESSES are being urged to back a 
Bridport organisation as it faces a 
£20,000 funding shortfall. 

Bridport and District Citizen's Advice 
Bureau chairman Bruce Willoughby is 
calling for the town's businesses to help 
secure the organisation's future amid the 
financial black hole. 

The shortfall comes as the CAB copes 
with the complex financial problems of 
its rising client register. 

The organisation faces higher rents and 
operational costs after enlarging its ad¬ 
viser base and increasing the training 
area and computer facilities due to the 
rise. 

The charity operates through a grant 
from West Dorset District Council, dona¬ 
tions from the town and parish councils 
and various charitable trusts - it receives 
no government money. 

But the income is not enough said Mr 
Willoughby. 

He called for businesses to repay a slice 
of the £800,000 he estimates is ploughed 
back into the area's economy each year 
after clients benefited from advice 
handed out by CAB. 

He said: "We estimate that our work 
brings around £800,000 into our clients' 
pockets each year and this is spent in the 
local economy; in our shops, our super¬ 
markets, our pubs, with our tradesmen 
and in local housing. 

"We therefore feel that, in the spirit of 
the Big Society, it would not be unrea¬ 
sonable for some of the major businesses 
in the town and district to help support 
this steady stream of income." 

He added: "Money not only makes the 
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world go round but enables us to help 
those in need. 

"We rely entirely on grants and dona¬ 
tions. The major donor is West Dorset Dis¬ 


trict Council, who give us around two 
thirds of the money needed to run the 
bureau and the rest is donated by town 
and parish councils and various charita¬ 
ble trusts, for which we are very grateful. 

"Nevertheless we are falling short by 
some £20k a year, only half of which is 
likely to come from the various trusts. 

"This shortfall is caused by the in¬ 


creased complexity of the problems our 
clients are bringing to us." 

The plea was made at Bridport and Dis¬ 
trict CAB's annual general meeting on 
June 29th in Bridport Town Hall 

The meeting was attended by local MP 
Oliver Letwin, who thanked CAB advisers 
for untangling clients'complex problems, 
especially those involving debt and ben¬ 


efits. 

CAB is currently looking to recruit three 
new trustees with experience in fund 
raising, publicity and IT.

Drivers targetted in a day 
of action around the town 


MORE than 40 motorists were 
caught in a day of action by police 
targeting Bridport’s roads. 

A wide range of offences were de¬ 
tected as officers from Dorset Police 
“No Excuse” team swooped on mo¬ 
torists at hot-spots singled out by res¬ 
idents. 

Teams from Dorset Police joined 
forces with the town’s Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team (SNT) in unmarked 
cars to clamp down on drivers break¬ 
ing the law. 

The teams made full use of intelli¬ 
gence gathered from residents, which 
along with SNT knowledge. 

Speeding topped the list of offences 

and the officers caught 17 speeding 
drivers and detected 11 seatbelt of¬ 
fences. 

A further eight drivers were caught 


using their mobile phones and five 
other drivers were caught for MOT, 
insurance and documentation of¬ 
fences during the day of action. 

Brian Austin, ‘no excuse’ Project 
Manager, said working so closely 
with SNTs had enabled them to tar¬ 
get their road safety enforcement 
work where residents had seen there 
was a need for it. 

He said: “Statistics for tickets is¬ 
sued by ‘no excuse’ officers from 
January 1st to May 31st, using the 
same resources in 2011 as 2012, 
show that seatbelt offences and mo¬ 
bile phone offences have decreased 
in Dorset. 

“This is a positive sign, but we 
must not get complacent. 

“We will continue to work hard to¬ 
gether to make Dorset’s roads safer.” 


He added: “A recent driver who 
used his mobile while driving and 
thought he would test the system ini¬ 
tially opted for a court hearing and 
then failed to attend. 

“The court responded with a £250 
fine, £85 costs, £15 victim surcharge 
and three points on his licence.” 

In 2011, a total of 993 seatbelt of¬ 
fences were detected between Janu¬ 
ary 1st and May 31st, compared to 
350 offences in 2012. 

There were 461 mobile phone of¬ 
fences detected in Dorset during this 
same period in 2011, compared to 
382 offences in 2012.

Coastal Voices music director, Mr Moody, said of the performance: "What 
a wonderfully optimistic and vibrant message for such a large group of 
young people to express through music. Their sense of ownership of this 
new piece was tangible at the Poole Lighthouse performance of the Coastal 
Voices project. They had devised the texts and melodies themselves and 
then taken to new heights through the brilliant crafting by John Miles. 

"This process is precious indeed.Thanks to Fran Williams and B Sharp for 
their ongoing mission to develop this work. They deserve every ounce of 
support. What an incredible way of binding a community together without 
competition or prescribed boundaries.Through John's music they became 
one voice." 

Composer and conductor John Miles added:"Once again it was a privilege 
to work with the young people from West Dorset and East Devon. Accom¬ 
panied by a fantastic professional band they brought 'On Golden Cap' to 
life, showcasing explosive energy, delicacy and poise in equal measure.

Top young pianist

Poetry for Pleasure 


by Frank McGarry 


AS A SCHOOLBOY in Hull in 1945 I was intro¬ 
duced to the poetry of our Poet Laureate, the 
great John Masefield. My favourite poem then 
is still widely admired and recited today. 

SEA-FEVER 

/ must down to the seas again, to the lonely sea 
and the sky, 

And all I ask is a tall ship and a star to steer her by, 
And the wheel's kick and the wind's song and the 
white sail's shaking, 

And a grey mist on the sea's face, and a grey 
dawn breaking. 

I must down to the seas again, for the call of the 
running tide 

Is a wild call and a clear call that may not be denied; 
And all I ask is a windy day with the white clouds flying, 
And the flung spray and the blown spume, and 
the sea-gulls crying. 

I must down to the seas again, to the vagrant 
gypsy life, 

To the gull's way and the whale's way where the 
wind's like a whetted knife; 

And all I ask is a merry yarn from a laughing fel¬ 
low-rover 

And quiet sleep and a sweet dream when the 
long trick's over. 

But my English Literature teacher in those 


wartime days did not introduce us to the poetry 
of Dorothy Parker. (Masefield and Parker were 
contemporaries who died within a month of 
each other in 1967.) If Masefield's poem gives 
you 'sea-fever' perhaps Parker's 'Chanty' is the 
antidote. 

CHANTY 

A wet sheet and a straining sail, 

And a sea of shifting blue; 

A wide sky and a rousing gale, 

And joy in the heart of you; 

A clean line, where the sky hangs low 
And a seagull soars and dips; and the old voice 
that bids men go - 
Go down to the sea in ships. 

So go and sail the gold sea, the bold sea, the cold sea; 
The waving, craving, raving sea that's fringed 
with silken foam; 

Oh, go and sail the green sea, the keen sea, the 
mean sea- 

But if it's all the same to you, I'll stick around at home. 

The swift turn of the night-wind's whim, 

And the tang of hempen strings; 

The sharp snap of the halyards slim, 

And the spray that cuts and stings. 

The wild chorus the breezes hum, 

And the waves that prowl and creep; 

And the old voice that bids men come - 


Come over the tameless deep. 


So go and sail the white sea, the light sea, the bright sea, 
The dashing, crashing, smashing sea, that 
dances in the gale; 

Go on and sail the sad sea, the bad sea, the mad sea - 
But if it's just the same to you, I'd rather be in jail. 

We have just enough space remaining for this 
short prayer from the pen of Mary Dunning 
Thwing. 

A PRAYER 

Open Thou mine eyes that I may see 
The beauty of the world Thou'st given me; 

Open Thou my heart that I might feel 
Thy loving care about me, strong and real; 

Open Thou my mind that I may know 
Thy friendly people as they come and go; 
Open Thou my soul that I may give 
Love, labour, faith, while Thou helpstme live.

pumps were flooded under three 
feet of water and it is not known 
whether they work at the moment, 
which could mean no hot water. 

"The club floor is a mass of mud 
and grass and is going to take 
some time to put right." 

Last night's home friendly with 
Chard Town was cancelled, and if 
the ground has not recovered suffi¬ 
ciently then the Linnets' manager 
Andy Leader has offered their train¬ 
ing ground as an alternative. 

Senior has also confirmed that he 
is considering changing the forma¬ 
tion from 3-5-2 to 4-4-2.
